Lords *. What Pity ’tis that fome People have 
not a Liberty of diflenting alfo in the Fournals 
of the Commons, and then we might have had 
the very sonfiftent Protefts of the whole Legiflature 
againtt its own Aas. 

However, be they more or lefs, ‘tis not frange 
that thofe Numbers fhould deliver you from a 
Vote of Credit this Year, tho’ I beli€ve you are, 
at the fame time, fenfible, that fome few favour- 
able Circumftances helped them to this boafied 
Vidtory, fuch as, that a Vote of this fort was 
neither wanted nor propofed, &c. But pray, Sir, 
oe me Leave to ask you, What are the good 

hings which yeu expe& from this myfterious 
Majority next Year? Do you hope they will, 
by that Time, crow flrong enough to deliver 
you from a Vote of Supply, for which you are 
known to have very little lefs Averfion than 
for a Vote of Credit? Or do you, on their 
Strength, intend to have the other Struggle for 
an independent Army end a military Government ? 
Your Endeavour af the firlt Point would 
doubtiefs be highy acceptable to your Friends on 
t'other Side the Water, efpecially if we fhould 
then take Part in the prefent Broils, tho’ I 
think you run fome Hazard of lofing your Merit 
with them that Way, fince you have taken fuch 
both to perfade and to inform 
them, that no very formidable Supply could be 
aually raifed, tho’ it fhould be granted. This, 
it muft be allowed, is indeed a very difinterefied 
Way 6f proceeding; and is taking a timely Pre- 
caution deliver them from the xnjuf? Fears

them, fhould fuch an one happen, contrary to 
the expected good Things, which they might 
jultly hope for from your increafing Numbers. 
Hitherto however you have faid nothing un- 
like yourfelf; but the next Paragraph of your 
Epiftle is what, 1 own, furprizes me. Can you, 
Sir, think it a Hardfhip to be called on for your 
Advice in this dark and confufed State of Things, 
as you call it; you, whe profefledly underftand’ 
the whole Series of our foreign Affairs fo well, 
as to tell us to a Hair, what Sams the Mifina- 
nagement of them for twelve Years paft, has.coft 
the Nation? For ’tis on the precife, the infal-

home, do profefiediy and allowedly depend ; and 
the leaft Flaw in thofe Premifes, knocks all thefe 
fire Calculations on the Head at once. 

But fince, in a Fit of Modefly fo unufual with 
you, you exprefly allow, ¢ that nobody can fup- 
© pofe, that all the Motives and Caufes of the pre- 
© fent Difiraktions, and all the fecret Negotiations, 
¢ Engagements, and Pretenfioxs of the different’ 
© Powers of Ts ave yet fully laid ge we who 
are not fo deeply learned in thefe Things as 
yourfelf, may juftly flatter ourfelves, that, among 
thofe Secrets, of which even you are ftill igno- 
rant, there may lurk many Points and Fads, 
which, befides your little Error in the Coal Duty 
above-mentioned, would ftriké off fome few other 
odd Millions from your Calculations of wnneceffary 
Expences, and carry them jufty to the other Side 
of the Account; to which, Sir, if we fhould 
add but a due and fair Allowance for the Exper. 
ces brought on the Nation by the Hopes our Ene-
